REBELLION HITS 
BRAZIL STATES 


Soldiers Active In 
Revolt Against : 
Imperialists 


More than a week ago it was 
reporfed by wireless from Natal, 
the center of Northeast Brazil, 
that an anti-imperialist uprising 
was in progress. Peasants, work- 
ers and soldiers with the support 
of the Communist Party had cap- 
tured the city of Natal, capital of 
the State of Rio Grande do 
Norte. The rebel forces succeed- 
ed in winning over the national 
telegraph system. 


The revolt started when non- 
commissioned officers of the 21st 
Battalion began a march on the 
palace of the state’s government, 
trying to seize Governor Rafael 
Fernandez, who took refuge in the 
police barracks. Minister of War 
Joao Gomez, attempting to com- 
fort his imperialist masters, im- 
mediately announced the nprising 
had been crushed. 


Fascist Threat. 


The revolt swept trough four 
provinces following the request of 
President Getulio Vargas that the 
Chamber of Deputies grant him 
the power to plunge the whole 
country under martial law. In 
Pernambuco non-commissioned of- 
ficers of the 29th Battalion led the 
revolt. 

Soon the soldier, the aviation, 
artillery and cadet forces mut- 
inied in Rio. de Janeiro, capital of 
Brazil and governmental center of 
the Vargas regime. The revolution 
flared up in the State of Minas 
Geraes, just north of Rio de Ja- 
neiro.

LONDON, Dec. 2.—Increased 
difficulties are being encountered 
on every hand by the Italian in- 


| vading forces, now deep into Ethi- 


opia. Report from authoritative 
sources states that the Ethiopians 
have re-taken three towns and 
not only have the Italian advance 
effectively blocked but. are in- 
flicting tremendous: punishment 
upon the invaders. 

Military observers express con- 
fident admiration of Ethiopian 
strategy, which is large!y over- 
coming their immense handicap. of 
poor equipment and lack of air- 
planes. They have drawn the Ital- 
ian forces far inland where the 
difficulty of maintaining supply 
lines is at a maximum. Observers 
declare that the Ethiopians at this 
time will make no effort todrive 
the invaders from the country. 
They will-keep them at the point 
they are now occupying, prevent 
them from advancing, and wear 
them down by months of persist- 
ent guerilla warfare. 

The Ethiopians are depending 
largely on psychological factors 
which are already reported as 
seriously weakening the Italian 
forces. Hunger, hardship. disease 
and constant nerve-strain is the 
daily fare in Italian ranks. 


GENEVA, Dec. 2.—The League 
of Nations will decide definitely 
whether or not an oil embarge 
will be placed against Italy at a 
niceting. called for Dec.12, Mussolini 
is continuing his threats that if 
such an embargo is declared, he 
will reply with force of arms.

What Cunha meant by “fhe jury 
situation in the Mooney trial” was 
by McKenzie in telling of 
accusations he made to (Cunha, 
the latter did not deny. 
These accusations were better 
emplified in the testimony. of the 
witness, J. B. Zindars, an 
and best of all in the 
next one, Jesse G. Denton, Mc- 
Nevin’s. brother-in-law. 

Zindars testified that in 1917 
McNevin told him that he had 
consulted with Cunha‘ throughout 
the course of the trial and kept 
him in touch with the jury's atti- 
tude.

But Denton’s story wag even 
more startling, and has | never 
been told before.

Mooney trial, McNevin told 
him that he was to be 9n the 
jury. Fickert and Cunha had 
arranged it; his name was on 
a ballot fastened by an elastic 
band to the top of the ballot 
box, so he could not be missed, 
and he would pretend to be so 
favorable to the defense that 
they would not challenge him.

insane asylum. Moreover, Den- 
ton was then under financial 
obligations to McNevin, and be- 
sides, his mother and _ sister 
begged him to keep out of it, 
so he kept silent. 

During the trial, he was at 
dinner in MeNevin's house when 
Cunha called, and McNevin talked 
to him for fifteen minutes in a 
taxicab outside. He said: “Iced got 
a great. kick out of the way the 
bie honest cattleman (Oxman) 
went over with the jury.” Subse- 
quent meetings, Mrs. McNevin 
told Denton, were held at the 
home ‘of Frank Murphy, McNev- 
in’s personal attorney and Cunha’s 
friend. 

McNevins Divorced 

Throughout the years, Denton 
kept trying to get McNevin to do 
something to undo the wrong he 
had done Mooney. The McNevins 
were divorced in 1926, but Denton 
remained friendly with his brother- 
in-law. 

In 1930, in Fresno, where Denton 
now lives, he met McNevin on the 
street, and he told Denton he had 
at least signed a plea for Moo- 
ney’s pardon. It was this effort 
of McNevin’s belatedly to help 
Mooney that kept defense attor- 
neys and Fremont Older from 
yressing the stories of McNevin’s 
dealings with Cunha which Mc- 
Kenzie and Zindars told them and 
which Mrs. McNevin herself men- 
tioned in her divorce complaint. 

Denton will be cross-examined 
by Cleary next week. His story 
was first. given to Mr. Davis ‘last 
September. McNevin himself 1s 
no longer living.
